WINTER DAIRYING. 


The following tuble gives 2 summury of the business at Red Deer Govern- 
ment Creamery for the past nine years, and shows decidedly the advantage of 
winter dairying. 

When the Creamery was placed under Government management it was 
thought that by continuing operations throughout the year tho patrons would 
be encouraged and induéed to engage extensively in winter dairying and 
thereby secure the benefits of the ready market and comparativety high 
prices obtainable for a choice quality of butter. 

A study of the subjoining table does not, however, reveal the seaay pro- 
gress anticipated in winter dairying, during the past years.

Opposite each year column “a” shows the butter made during each year, 
the columns ‘‘b” indicate the number of patrons furnishing cream to the 
creamery, columns “‘c” the percentage of the whole year's butter output and 
columns ‘‘d” the prices realized at the creamerv for butter made and sold dur- 
ing the summer and winter seasons, respectively. 

Curiously enough, the proportion of winter made butter has declined 
somewhat with the increase of prices. 

What is the reason? 

We shall appreciate all the information you may give us 9n this particular 
point as we desire to act us a ‘clearing house” for practical pointers on gen- 
eral dairying, made available to the greatest number of people interested. 
The Dairying Service of the Province has been organized for the purpose of 
advancing that particular branch of farming and its usefulness as such will 
depend largely upon the co-operation it may receive from those engaged in it. 

Although the total shows a slight decline iu the percentage of winter 
made butter, there are a number of patrons who appear to appreciate that all 
year dairying is profitable.

Pye, A. D. Oldford, W. Darragh, A. Pointer, C. A.J. Sharman, W. Collier, 
J. Comer, J. Marles, C. Pearson, E. J. Johanson and S. Grimson. Ask any of

serving of either respect or 
esteem. 

The conditions existing in On- 
tario are more or less prevalent 
all over the Dominion. In New 
Brunswick and British Columbia 
they are almost exactly similar, 
and the Liberal party cannot, | 
and in fact do not, expect to fare| 
any better when the ballots are 
counted than will their co-part- 
ners in maladministration in Ont. 
The long-hoped-for deliverance 
of the country from the hands of 
the unscrupulous manipulators, 
who have devastated the resour- 
ces of the country and plunged 
deep into the pockets of the tax- 
payers, is at hand, and not a day 
too soon. 


Alberta Pork 
Packing Commission. 


(Farm and Ranch.) 


The meetings of the Pork Pack- 
ing Commission have been held 
in various parts of the province. 
So far, there does not seem as if 
there was very much _ interest 
being taken by the farmers, more 
especially in the south, and prac- 
tically none at all by the buyers. 
This is greatly to be deplored, as 
there can be no doubt. that it 
would be a great benefit to the 
farmers of Alberta to have pork 
packing establishments, estab- 
lished on correct lines, either as 
government owned or owned by 
private capital, or both. There 
ie no doubt that a government 
operated plant would not antag- 
anize private capital, so long as 
private capital did not want exor- 
bitant profits. Competition is the 
life of trade, it would therefore 
encourage the farmers of Alberta 
to grow sufficient hogs to meet 
the requirements of the day. To 
show the possibilities of such 
establishments, we quote the 
figures of the packing houses at 
South St. Paul, Minnesota, for the 
year 1907 :— 

Cattle, 141,103. 

Hogs, 793,328. 

Sheep, 185,820. 

Killing capacity— 

Hogs, 10 per minute. 

Cattle, 2 per minute. 

Sheep, 5 per minute. 

Temperatures range from 126 
above to 20 below zero. 

2,000,000 gallons of water uscd 
daily. 

Refrigerating machines equal 
800 tons of ice melted per day 
(besides .40,000 tons of ice per 
year). 

22,000,000 pounds of lard man- 
ufactured per year.

15,000,000 pounds of ham and 
bacon smoked per year. 

32,000,000 pounds of meat ex- 
ported per year. 

6,000 tons of fertilizer manu- 
aces per year.

THE CREATOR OF CANADA. 


The Cassels Inquiry. 


LAURIER’S ‘“‘BLACK SHEEP” 


The leaders of the two" parties 
have opened their platform cam- 
paign. Mr. Borden heid his first 
meeting at Bridgewater,a Liberal 
town in Nova Scotia. Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier held his at Sorel, a 
stronghold of his own party,where 
there are many hundred Govern- 
ment employees. Mr. Borden dis- 
cussed and supported the Con- 
servative platform, and _ dealt 
forcibly with the Government 
record. Sir Wilfrid Laurier talk- 
ed about himself, boasted that his 
government has done great things 
to make Canada conspicious, but 
keptclear of details. The Premier 
has already persuaded himself 
that he is not only the greatest 
Canadian statesman,but the first 
only one. He represents himself 
as the creator of Canada and 
only asks one more term to finish 
the job. To show how inflated 
the Premier has become one has 
but to cite his statement at Sorel, 
that Canada is now the third 
commercial country in the world, 
and the admiration of all nations, 
whereas ‘‘in 1896 tne position of 
“‘Canada was that of an insignifi- 
“cant colony, forgotten by 
‘‘France,scarcely known by Eng- 
“land, completely unknown by 
“‘Imurepe, treated as a negligable 
“quantity by the United States.” 


PRIDE BEFORE A FALL. 


This is surely the extreme of 
ignorance and of impudence. 
What has Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
done to Canada to justify him in 
so belittling the country as it was 
during the first 30 years after the 
Union? What claim has he to the 
right to brush out out of history 
such leaders as Sir John A. Mac- 
donald, Sir George Cartier, and 
the other statesmen of their day? 
Canada has followed a natural 
course of development. since 
1896 as it did before. Its trade 
has developed like the trade of 
other countries. It is decreasing 
this year more rapidly than it 
grew, and falling faster than the 
trade of the United States or of 
Great Britain. Between 1896 and 
1906 Canadian trade increased 
143 per cent. The trade of Argen- 
tina and of Mexico increased in 
greater proportion. The exports 
of Mexico and of the Argentine 
grew far more rapidly in that 
decade than the experts of Can- 
ada, and they are holding their 
own bétter than that of Canada. 


IT WAS THE MAN{NOT THE COUNTRY 
Sir Wilfrid’s childish vanity 
works two ways. Out of power he 
could not see that Canada was 
great. He could not appreciate 
the service of the Canadian states- 
men Who established the Union, 
who acquired the’Northwest, who 
added British Columbia, Manitoba 
and Prince Edward Island to the 
nation, who opened up the West- 
ern-country with railways, estab- 
lished steamship lines on the Pa- 
cific, and founded a national in- 
dustrial system which Sir Wilfrid 
has not dared to overthrow. He 
and his friends were timid, scep- 
tical and unpatriotic, believing 
and declaring it impossible to 
keep this country independant of 
the United States, jealous of every 
suggestion of closer union with 
the Empire, ridiculing the loyal 
and hopeful aspirations of patri- 
otic Canadians and doing/all in 
their power to make them despair 
of their country. It is no wonder 
that looking back at the Canada 
of his own former conceptions, 
Sir Wilfrid should now picture it 
as miserable, pitiable, contempt- 
ible colony. But the real Canada 
twelve years ago was very much 
what Canada is to-day in status 
and influence, and a very much 
better Canada in the reputation 
of her public men, and in the 
record of her administration. 
Her public men had cut a much 
better figure in diplomacy than 
the present ministers. Her finan- 
cial credit was higher and 
financial obligations less. 


THE SAME OLD STORY. 


Commissioner Cassels has con- 
tinued his inquiry into the “lack 
of conscience’’ features of the 
Marine Department. Mr. Merwin, 
to whom the department has paid 
about three-quarters of a million 
dollars, and who was allowed pro- 
fits as high as 187 per cent. on 
standard articles bought in Can- 
ada, was one of the witnesses. 
Unfortunately Mr.Merwin had no 
books or accounts. He had sent 
some records to New York, and 
destroyed the rest. He has burn- 
ed all his old bank books,and has 
not kept the stubs.” He was able 
to produce no record of any kind 
that would throw. light on these 
remarkable transactions, Judge 
Cassels is beginning to meet some 
of the difficulties which the Con- 
servatives in the Public Accounts

TOO MUCH FOR THE JUDGE. 


Another witness was B. Coglin, 
of the wholesale hardware firm, 
which snpplied the ice-breaker 
‘*Montcalm’’with some $3,000 cost 
of silverware,inoluding $118 worth 
of dish covers, $148 worth of fruit 
stands,596 worth of soup tureens, 
$88 worth of tea pots and coffee 
pots, $118 worth of cream and 
milk jugs. The firm charged $3,- 
493,bnt when the Public Accounts 
Committee was about to take up 
the matter made a refund of 
$1,172. The witness defended the 
original charge, and presented a 
statement charging $1,442 as hia 
father’s expenses for visiting 
England to buy the goods. It was 
suggested that since Mr. Cgglin 
was going to England on his own 
business, $1,442 wag rather a 
large amount to pay him for pur- 
chasing silver that costin England 
only $1,646. The Judge figured 
that Mr. Coglin was taking pay 
for about eighty days’ work in 
England, and it was pointed out 
that plated ware could actually be 
bought ‘in Canada of a quality 
suitable even for an ice-breaking 
boat. It seems thatthe account as 
sent in charged the Government 
with the goods at a large profit 
to the Coglin firm, and that Mr. 
Coglin who gave evidence added 
5 per cent. commission on the 
whole thing. The Judge remark- 
ed that the account as presented 
was ‘‘utterly incomprehersible’’ 
tohim. There are many things 
in many accounts that must be 
incomprehensible to many per- 
sons except on the basis of “‘lack 
of conscience.’’ But the Coglin 
account was cheerfully paid by 
the Department of Marine with- 
out hesitation, 


A GENTLE SHEPHERD. 


Sir Wilfrid informed the aud- 
ience at Sorel that the govern- 
ment was quite capable of looking 
after its own black sheep, mean- 
ing that if wrong had been done 
the Government itself would pun- 
ish the offenders. So far it would 
appear that the black sheep have 
been rewarded with the best pas- 
ture. They are the favourites of 
the flock. They are the ones who 
bleat most loudly that Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier should have time to finish 
his work. But it is encouraging 
to notice an air of apology and 
confession in the Government ar- 
gumeuts. Ministers are on the 
defensive, and find their time oc- 
cupied with excuses and explan- 
ations ;converning charges and 
offenses brought home to them by 
their own former associates and 
their own Royal Commission. 


THESE ARE NOT CONSERVATIVES. 

Mr. Fielding took up the par- 
able in Nova Scotia this week 
where he made the audacious 
statement that all the offences 
brought home to public cfficers 
were committed by appointies of 
the Conservative Government. 
Even Mr. Fielding’s Transcon- 
tinenal estimates were not s0 
ridiculously false. Does Mr. 
Fielding say that the emergency 
food swindle was perpetrated by 
a Conservative? On the contrary, 
it was an old official who warned 
the Government in vain that the 
food was bogus and comparatively 
worthless. Mr. Nixon,perpetrator 
of frauds in the land office, is not 
a Conservative, but was twice a 
Liberal appointee, once before 
the offence and once at a higher 
salary afterwards. Philip Wag- 
ner, swindler of the poor Galician 
immigrants, who put in his own 
pockets the hard savings entrust- 
ed to him by simple, confiding 
people, is also doubly a Liberal 
appointee, having been placed 
in office first by Mr. Oliver, and 
replaced at double the former 
salary after two termsin jail. The 
immigration commissioner who 
‘‘made money on the side’ was a 
Liberal appointee and has since 
been promoted. The postmaster 
who was dismissed on the inspec- 
tor’s recommendation for taking 
public money, and who after addi- 
tional campaign service was re- 
stored to office and paid for the 
whole time he was out, was not a 
Conservative appointment. Dredg 
ing inspector Kastwood, who took 
$3 a day for his services, farmed 
out the job at $1.25 a day to an- 
other inspector,whose whole time 
was paid for by the Government, 
and then went off to his private 
employment,ingeniouslycharging 
the Government for imaginary 
boat hire and extra hours, was 
appointed by the Laurier Govern- 
ment and has never been asked 
to return the stolen money. The 
other inspector who secretly tool:

eral,

Stratton of the Gamey conspiracy 
isa candidate for Parliament, 
but not on the Opposition side. 
A. W. Fraser, the bidder under 
borrowed names for timber limits, 
is a Government candidate at 
Ottawa. Mr. Fieldirg and _ his 
associates are supported by the 
whole gang of political dredging 
contractors, East and West.
